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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE COLUMBUS STATE 

HOSPITAL. 



November 21st, 1907. 
To the Honorable Andrew L. Harris, Governor: 

The Trustees, in submitting this, the Sixty-ninth, Annual Report of 
Ijie Columbus State Hospital, for the fiscal year ending November isth, 
1907, beg leave to say that the year just closed has, in all the depart- 
ments of the Institution, been a very successful one and that much 
progress has been made in all the several departments. 

The health of the inmates has been unusually good, and no epi- 
demic of any kind has prevailed. 

The management of the Institution, both in the Medical and in the 
Financial departments, has been commendable. 

There has occurred about the usual percentage of deaths among the 
inmates during the year. 

We desire to express to the Governor, Hon. Andrew L. Harris, 
Hon. W. D. Guilbert, the Auditor of State', and Hon. Wade H. Ellis, the 
Attorney General, our hearty thanks for their visits to the Institution 
during the year, and for the interest which they have manifested in 
the progress of the work performed. Their presence has done much to 
encourage and stimulate to a higher de^gree of service all concerned. 

TUBERCULAR PATIENTS. 

The inmates suffering from this dread disease have, to the num- 
ber of more than one hundred, been treated in tents in the open air with 
marked success. This open air treatment should be continued during 
the Spring, Summer and Fall months, and with proper protection great 
benefit would be derived by this class of patients in having the treat- 
ment continued during the Winter months as well. A building erected 
for that purpose is highly necessary and we most earnestly recommend 
some provision being made for having this open air treatment continued 
during the entire year for this class of patients. 

A cottage for the exclusive occupancy and treatment of the inmates 
stiflFering with this terrible disease should be provided by the Legislature 
at its coming session. This building should be erected at some distance 
from the other buildings, and should be equipped with all modern conven- 
iences for the treatment of those afflicted with this disease. 

We most earnestly request the Governor to urge upon the Legisla- 
ture this coming Winter to make an appropriation for this purpose. 
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FARM AND GARDEN. 



The farm and garden have been a source of benefit to the Institu- 
tion, but not up to the average, on account of the backward Spring, as 
the entire season has been unfavorable to crop and garden products. 



TELEPHONE PLANT. 

A new telephone plant has been installed, and is now in successful 
operation, which is a great improvement over the old plant, and it was 
an improvement which was much needed. 

GROUNDS. 

The grounds surrounding the buildings have been much improvecf 
under the care of Mr. Coursey, the Florist, and the drives have been 
graveled and improved, and in truth the entire appearance of the grounds 
have been enhanced. 

INDUSTRIAL OPERATIONS. 

A large amount of the labor upon the farm and garden has been 
performed by the patients, also much work done by the women patients 
inside the buildings ; which labor has materially lessened the expenditure 
of the State's means, and has greatly benefited the patients thus em- 
ployed. 

CHAPEL AND AMUSEMENT HALL. 

The Chapel and Amusement Hall, during the past Summer and 
Fall, have been made very beautiful and attractive by new decorations. 
The Hall is spacious and well lighted, and the walls and ceilings have 
been beautified and made as attractive as a picture gallery. This is where 
the patients meet and relieve the tedium of their confinement by frequent 
dances and various entertainments. This mode of amusement is one of 
the successful means employed in the treatment of those mentally afflicted. 

CARE OF PATIENTS. 

We believe the humane and enlightened treatment of the insane in 
this Institution has kept pace with the spirit of the age, pursuing the 
advanced methods employed by the very best specialists. 

MORE COTTAGES. 

The over-crowded condition of the Hospital, now filled to its ut- 
cost capacity, should be relieved by the transfer of *some of the patients 
to other Hospitals until our new cottages are completed. With the addi- 
tional buildings asked for this year, we believe we will be able to care 
for all patients from this district. 
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MOVEMENT OF POPULATION. 



There have been admitted during the year just past to the Institu- 
tion 289 men and 169 women ; making a total of 458. Dr. Stockton, the 
Superintendent, in his report, will show that during the year, 1,220 men 
and 958 women have been treated in the Institution; a total of 2,178. 

There have been discharged during the year, as recovered, 95 men 
and 60 women, showing a total of 155. 

The number discharged as improved were 35 men and 22 .women, 
a total of 57. Discharged as stationary and unimproved, 27 men and 13 
women, a total of 40. 

DEATHS. 

The total number of deaths during the year was as follows : men, 85 ; 
women, 53; total, 138. 

Taken from the Report of the Superintendent, we find that there 
were in the Hospital at the close of the year 932 men and 766 women, 
making a total of i ,698. 

The daily average of those in the Hospital was 905 men and 763 
women, making a total of 1,668. 

COST OF MAINTENANCE. 

The expense per capita of maintenance for those who were actually 
in the Hospital was $167.08. 

An increase over the former year. This is based upon all expendi- 
tures, of every kind, except permanent improvements. This increase 
over the former year is due to the higher rate of salaries paid to the em- 
ployes and to the largely increased cost* of all staple articles entering 
into the consumption. Excluding receipts from outside sources the per 
capita cost would be about the same as it was for the year 1906. 

The current expenses for the year ending November iSth, 1907, was 
$266,250.24. 

The salaries of officers, $10,107.33. 

MEDICAL STAFF. 

During the past year there has been the following changes in the 
Medical Department. Dr. J. C. George, of Cedarville, Ohio, was ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy occasioned by the resignation of Dr. C. R. Mc- 
Kinnis. 

The Medical Staff has been watchful, capable and efficient in the 
discharge of the several duties required of them by the Superintendent in 
the care of the patients under their charge. They are entitled to be com- 
mended for services rendered. 
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ELECTRICAL PLANT. 



New engine, dynamo and switch board are in process of construction 
and these we expect to have completed and in operation within sixty days. 



TRUSTEES. 

The Governor has appointed Hon. George W. Wilson, of London, 
Ohio, a member of the Board of Trustees, his term commencing on the 
first Monday of April, 1907. 

REPORT OF OFFICERS. 

Dr. George Stockton, Superintendent^ files his Report of the Medical 
Department, which report is. a very comprehensive one, showing the 
large amount of work performed during the past year. We recommend 
it as an intelligent and clear exposition of the work committed to his 
care, and the large amount of improvements that have attended his 
labors in the management of the Institution, and in the discharge of the 
onerous duties devolving upon him. 

Mr. O. L. Anderson, the Steward of the institution, has prepared 
and submits a very clear, elaborate and concise statement of the pur- 
chases and expenses, as well as the quantity of the articles which were 
secured for the Institution, and which will show a most satisfactory man- 
agement of his department, and also that the inmates of the Hospital have 
been well provided with the necessary dietary. We recommend this 
report as exhibiting a careful, honest administration of this financial of- 
ficer. 

COMPETITIVE BIDDING. 

The Trustees have urged upon the Steward the necessity of making 
all the purchases possible by competitive bidding, and this method of 
purchasing supplies for the Institution has been followed by either private 
or public competitive bidding in so far as it can be done. 

We are satisfied that the Institution has been greatly benefited by 
such system of purchase, and it is the purpose of the trustees of this 
institution to insist upon pursuing this method for the coming year. It 
is true that there are many articles which enter into the consumption, 
such as perishable ones, that cannot be purchased by this method. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

During the past year many useful and necessary improvements have 
been made in the main building, to-wit; the concrete floor in the base- 
ment which was greatly needed for the convenience of those whose duty 
it was to work in this part of the building. 
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THE NURSES HOME. 



The Nurses' Home, erected upon a beautiful site, just north of the 
central building, is nearing completion, and will be, as we hope, com- 
pleted and ready for occupancy by April next. 

This is a beautiful structure, perhaps in all respects the neatest upon 
the grounds, and will furnish a home for some sixty nurses when not 
♦employed in actual service. 

BARN. 

A substantial and convenient barn, built of brick with concrete floors, 
is completed and now occupied, and is in all respects in keeping with the 
good management of the institution, and we believe it has sufficient 
•capacity to house the horses and vehicles luecessary to conduct the affairs 
•of the Institution. 

HARRIS COTTAGE. 

A new cottage, now in prepress of erection and about under roof, 
•erected immediately west of the old barn (which has been taken down), 
•will be a much needed addition to the several buildings^ and will aid in 
taking care of a large number of patients. 

This cottage has been named "Harris Cottage" in honor of our 
most excellent Governor, Andrew L. Harris. 

TRAINING SCHOOL. 

This School for Nurses has been maintained with the usual success 
and has been of great benefit to those attendants who require informa- 
tion and practice in the discharge of the duties incumbent upon them. 

PATHOLOGICAL DEPARTMENT. 

The Pathological Department of the Institution is maintained under 
the management of Dr. Samuel L. Orton, who is now, and has been, 
rendering efficient service in this department, and whose report is here- 
with filed. Dr. Orton is very proficient in this position. 

COLD STORAGE PLANT. 

A new cold storage plant, possessing adequate and sufficient capacity 
to provide for the needs of the institution, has become *an absolute neces- 
sity. The present one is insufficient in capacity to provide the necessary 
cold storage for the institution, as it was built when the population was 
a little over one-half of what it is at the present time, and we earnestly 
urge an appropriation by the present Legislature at its coming session to 
provide adequate means for the building of a new plant which should 
he situated outside of tTie main building. 
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LAUNDRY. 

A new laundry building, with modem equipment, has become one of 
the necessities of the Institution. The present one is too small, and 
wholly inadequate for the purpose of doing the work required of it and 
we recommend an appropriation with which to build a new one. 

The present building could be used as a cottage for patients. It is- 
well situated for that purpose and with a small appropriation could be 
readily converted into a cottage for such purpose. 

IRON FENCE. 

An iron fence, extending along Broad street, to enclose the grounds 
so as to correspond with that now in place, is much needed to prevent, 
trespassing upon the grounds, and would also add much to the beauty 
of the same. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

The following appropriations will be required for the ensuing year, 
to wit: 

Current expenses $264,250 00 

Officers' Salaries and Trustees' Exppenses 11,600 00 

Ordinary Repairs and Improvements 30,000 UO 

We believe the Superintendent, Dr. George Stockton, has faithfully, 
honestly and intelligently discharged the duties of his onerous position, 
and that he is entitled to the thanks and gratitude of the Trustees. The 
result of his work is very satisfactory in all respects. 

Mr. O. L. Anderson, the Steward, we feel has been diligent, active 
and successful in performing the duties incumbent upon him as such 
steward, and that he has devoted his best judgment and energies in ac- 
complishing good results for all concerned. 

The Matron, Mrs. Raymond, has been faithful and diligent in the 
discharge of her duties as matron of the iristitution, and has earned our 
sincere thanks for the successful management of her department. 

The Store-Keeper, Mr. Miner T. Hines, and in fact all the employes 
of the Institution', have our best thanks for their part in producing a suc- 
cessful administration for the year just closed. We thank them, one 
and all, heartily and sincerely. 

This report is submitted on the part of the Trustees with the hope 
that it will meet and merit approval.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 



To the Board of Trustees of the Columbus State Hospital: 

Gentlemen : — I respectfully submit the sixty-ninth annual jeport 
9f the Columbus State Hospital for the fiscal year ending November 
15th, 1907. 

Net current expenses for the year have been $266,250.24. Salaries 
of officers $10,107.33. The per ^capita expense based on the general 
average of those actually in ,the hospital is $167.08. 

The per capita as has been shown by the figures indicates a decided 
increase over that of last year. This increase is largely due to the fact 
that there has been a substantial increase in the salaries of the nurses, 
and many of the employes. This in the aggregate amounts to a consid- 
erable sum, and, with the increased price of staple articles, tends to in- 
crease the per capita expense. 

The cost of maintenance for the hospital for the fiscal year is but a 
few cents more than it was last year, which we have reason to regard' 
as a very favorable showing. 

MEDICAL STAFF. 

Movement of Population, 

Admitted during the year, 289 men, 169 women; total 458. Total 
number under treatment during the year, 1,220 men, 958 women, totali 
2,178. Discharged as recovered 95 men, 60 women, total 155. Dis- 
charged as improved 35 men, 22 women, total 57. Stationary 27 men, 
13 women; total 40. Died 53 women, 85 men, total 138. Discharged as 
not insane, 2 men, 2 women, making a total of 4. Total number dis- 
charged 244 men, 160 women, total 404. Remaining on the Hospital 
records November 15th, 1907, 976 men, 808 women; total 1,784. Visi- 
tors remaining November 15th, 1907, 44 men, 42 women, total 86. Ac- 
tually in the Hospital, 932 men, 766 women, total 1,698. Daily average 
of those actually in the Hospital 905 men, 763 women, total 1,668. Per- 
centage of recoveries based on admissions, 32.87 per cent men, 35.5 per 
cent women, total 33.8 per cent. Percentage of deaths based on average 
number resident, g.^^ men, 6.9 women, total 8.2. Percentage of deaths 
based on whole number under treatment, 6.96 men, 5.5 women, total 6.2. 

During the past year our Institution has been crowded to it^ utmost 
capacity, but by careful classification of our cases we have been able to- 
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take care of the demands ef our district. By arrangement with some of 
the state hospitals we expect to relieve our over-crowded condition very 
much by transferring some of our patients. 

We take g^eat pleasure in reporting a season of unusual health 
among the inmates. There has been no epidemic of any kind. Since we 
have been using our drilled water exclusively, as I reported last year, 
we have had but few cases of typhoid fever. The two cases which we 
had this year were both of a mild type, and we have e\ery reason to 
believe the disease was contracted outside of the hospital. 

There has been a decided increase in our percentage of recoveries 
notwithstanding the fact that a large percentage of our admissions have 
been old infirm cases. This we believe is largely due to the introduction 
of our hydrotherapy outfit, and the segregation, as nearly as possible, in 
•the Greer Cottage of our acute hopeful cases. 

MEDICAL WORK. 

During the past year there has been but little change in our medical 
staff. Dr. C. R. McKinniss of Coalton, Ohio, resigned to accept a po- 
sition as first assistant physician with Dr. W. W. Richardson, at Norris- 
town. Pa. Dr. J. C. George of Cedarville, Ohio, was appointed to fill 
the vacancy. Dr. George was formerly an interne of the Deaconess 
Hospital at Cincinnati, Ohio, and has made a capable and efficient assist- 
ant. Dr. G. A. Rowland, M. D., of Delaware, Ohio, graduate of the 
Ohio Medical University, was appointed as interne in the place of Dr. 
Howard Brundage, who was promoted to the position of assistant phy- 
sician. Dr. Samuel T. Orton of Columbus, Ohio, who has been doing 
pathological work in Philadelphia, Boston and other eastern hospitals, 
has had charge of our pathological work for the past year. 

I respectfully recommend that Dr. Orton's salary be increased suf- 
ficiently to make it an object for him to remain at the head of his de- 
partment at the Columbus State Hospital. He is enthusiastic in his 
work, a diligent student, and no one can question his efficiency. 

The rapid increase of insanity is becoming more manifest every 
year; it may be due to the increase of population, as some suggest^ or 
to the influx of a large foreign population, many of whom drift into 
our state hospitals; it is probably due to a combination of causes but 
no matter what, these unfortunates must be taken care of. Is it not 
just as important that this dread disease be scientifically studied as it 
is for tuberculosis, typhoid fever or any other malady? I believe the 
Governor and Legislature will approve of money expended in tl^is way. 
There is a wealth of material in a hospital of this kind, and already 
valuable work is being done^ along these lines. In Ohio some interesting 
work has been accomplished. Our laboratory has been supplied with 
additional apparatus during the year under Dr. Orton's supervision, and 
much valuable material collected for investigation. As the doctor says 
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in his report we hape to make a study during the coming year of some 
special mental diseases. 

SYSTEM OF RECORDS. 

Our system of keeping records has been continually improved so that 
now we have a clinical history of nearly all of our acute cases for the 
past two years. These will be found of great value in medico-legal mat- 
ters, and also in the study of cases in connection with the laboratory 
investigations. 

REQUIREMENTS. 

The requirements for the coming year are detailed in your re- 
port to the Governor. I desire, however, to enlarge upon the import- 
ance of a cold storage plant, the one we have is almost ready to fall to 
pieces and is dangerous to operate. An addition to our laundry is also 
badly needed; the equipment we have is totally inadequate to get the 
work out properly. 

A few years ago we began to use our drilled well water, we soon 
found that it was unfit to use in our boilers, that it deposited a tenacious 
scale in our boiler tubes very difficult and expensive to remove. Our 
engineer suggested the use of the water from our lake, and it was found 
to be almost ideal for that purpose. Unfortunately when warm weather 
comes the supply is inadequate. The lake should be dredged out and the 
dam raised, when without doubt we would have a sufficient supply of soft 
water not only for our boilers but also for the laundry. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

We will only mention a few" of the principal improvements accom-^ 
plished during the last year. Our Amusement Hall and Chaoel have been 
painted and decorated, scenery on stage overhauled and retouched, they 
present a tasty and beautiful appearance. 

Heretofore our basement floor has been destroyed and mutilated by 
' the wheels of the heavy food trucks running over it. This fall we built 
a trolley system, suspended from the ceiling ; on this we run our trucks. 
The food can be delivered in a very short time and without any wear and 
tear on the floor. This trolley is so substantial that it can be used for 
the transportation of almost any kind of material for repair purposes. 

Fourteen thousand square feet of cepient flooring has been placed in 
the basement, the part in the from corridor being granite finished. A new 
engine and dynamo are being installed in our light and power plant. This 
is an addition we greatly appreciate. The Harris Cottage to which men- 
tion has been made elsewhere, is so named in honor of our distinguished 
Governor. This building we expect to utilize for the care and treatment 
of some of our chronic and infirm male cases. The capacity will be 
about 140. 
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The Nurses* Home ilow under roof and almost ready for occupancy 
will be for the purpose its name indicates. We anticipate that after this 
is occupied it will give us room in the wards for 40 or 50 patients. 

There is no doubt but what occupation is not only of great value 
and advantage to the institution, but also to the patients themselves. If 
a patient is allowed to sit in idleness around the ward they soon become 
^dissatisfied and homesick; if they are occupied they are more cheerful 
.arid in many it is a means of cure. Mr. Matthews, who has charge of a 
number of our working men, with th^ir assistance connected up our 
Nurses' Home with the main sewer, laying the sewer pipe himself. He 
:also built the sewer connection to the barn. 

Our new barn was built this year and is commodious and convenient. 
The out buildings adjacent to the new bam were built by our qwn car- 
penters. 

GREEK COTTAGE. 

In relation to the work at the Greer Cottage, I am more and more 
.in favor of segregating the acute surable cases in so far as it may 
be done in a hospital of this kind. The capacity of the Greer Cottage 
is insufficient to accommodate all the patients who might be classed as 
possibly curable among our admissions. In order to give both sexes an 
equal opportunity, we have had men on one floor of this cottage and 
women on the other. I am sure it would be of great advantage to the in- 
.stitution to have another cottage devoted to this class of work' erected in 
the near future. 

As time passes I am more and more impressed with the value of 
.hydrotherapy in the treatment of the insane. There are but very few 
forms of mental disease in which elimination of morbid products due 
to bad assimilation is not of value. This work is done, and should be, 
in a patient and systematic manner in order to produce results. We have 
a skilled masseur, one of our graduate nurses, Mr. McKibbon, and also 
:3L masseuse, Mrs. Gray, who direct the work in this department, 
the latter also teaching our nurses, not only massage, but the methods 
•of administering the various kinds of baths prescribed by the physicians. 

TEXT COLONY FOR TREATMENT OF INSANE TUBERCULAR PATIENTS. 

The camp was opened May ist, and closed November 4th. There 
were 75 male and 66 female cases treated during the year. The good 
results obtained in treating insane patients in a tent colony during the 
four preceding years justified us in increasing the capacity from 84 to 
ri6 patients. During the season 13 deaths occurred, four females and 9 
males. Seven of these deaths were not due to tuberculosis. Several of 
the cases were received in a moribund state, being in the colony only a 
. few days previous to death. Heretofore the cases treated in our tent 
fcolo'ny were limited to tuberciilar patients, but during the past year any 
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•cases that we thought wopld be benefited by fresh air therapy, were ad- 
mitted. About 7 per cent of the cases treated were not tubercular, and 
they were kept in a tent by th«Tiselves, where we could especially note 
the benefit, if any, that the non-tubercular cases would receive. One of 
these, a case of Korssakow's psychosis, was the one who made the most 
marked gain in his physical and mental condition of any of the cases 
treated during the year. When the patient was received in the camp he 
was helpless, untidy, having a diarrhoea, was partially paralyzed from 
his elbow and knee down, presenting the characteristic wrist and foot 
drop. Mentally he was disoriented as to time, not remembering events 
that occurred one-half houj previous, presented marked fabrications of 
memory, etc. He began to gain in weight from the first and at the end 
of the season had gained 45 pounds, and had regained partial use of his 
hands and legs. His mental condition had improved greatly, he could 
remember events that took place weeks preceding, and his fabrications of 
memory, etc., were almost gone. 

Other cases who were profane and vile in their language, became 
less so after a few weeks' time. The untidy and uncouth became more 
careful in their habits. We noticed that tubercular cases in the first 
and second stages, catatonics, non-tubercular convalescing cases, and 
those suffering from acute infectious diseases, as lobar pneumonia, etc., 
were benefited the most. The benefit was not alone to the persons treated, 
but to those who were in the main building, by separating the tubercular 
cases from them, and preventing the spread of the dread disease. A 
majority of the cases treated made quite marked physical gain, and 
some were greatly ^ benefited mentally. 

The average gain of cases treated was 9.04 pounds for the men 
and 9.3 pounds for the women. The greatest gain was 45 pounds for 
men and 32^ for women. 

During the first part of the season all of the various remedies and 
tonics recommended for the treatment of tuberculosis were tried, but 
with no marked results. The fresh air, sunshine and extra food seemed 
to be the best remedies that could be used. 

Aside from the hygienic measures and advantages derived from 
the camp, the freedom from restraint of bars and locked doors was ap- 
preciated greatly by the more intelligent class of patients. 

The old tents that were used last year were repaired, placing flies 
on those that needed them, and adding three new tents, one of which 
was a large dining room tent. Our tent colony compares very favorably 
with the tent colonies of eastern institutions, not only in size but in 
the results obtained. We would advise that a cottage be constructed 
so that it could be opened up during the summer time, giving perfect 
ventilation, and closed during the winter time, protecting the patients 
from the inclemencies of the weather, and then we could treat our 
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tubercular cases, thus protecting other patients frc«n this contagious 
disease. 

During the first part of the season the colony was under two 
separate and distinct heads, a graduate nurse over the females, and a 
male attendant over the^ male patients. Later th,e two were combined 
under the direct supervision of a graduate nurse. The results following 
this change clearly demonstrate the efficiency of women nurses in the 
case of insane male cases. 

Effie Frazier, a graduate nurse, who had charge of the colony, is ta 
be complimented for the able and efficient manner in which she dis- 
charged her duties. 

The training received in the colony by under-graduate nurses proved 
to be a very valuable part of their course. 

Dr. Brundage has had charge of the tubercular tent colony during^ 
the last year ; he is to be complimented on his efficiency in this important 
work. 

TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 

It gives me great pleasure to report the increased efficiency and 
value of our training school for nurses. 

We hereby indicate the changes that have taken place in our nursing 
staif during the year.

Probationers engaged through the year 64. Accepted 31. Dis- 
charged during the year 14.

We take this opportunity to extend our thanks to the following 
named physicians of the city of Columbus for their courtesy and kind- 
ness in lecturing to our nurses on their various specialties. It has been 
greatly appreciated by the members of the school for the reason that 
their opportunities here are limited for gaining a knowledge of these 
branches.

The health of the members of the school has been excellent, no very 
serious illness having occurred.

Reappointment of former 
graduates, 3. Resigned for post graduate work, 3. Resigned for private 
duty, 5. Resigned for ill health, 3. Resigned to be married, 2. 

Probationers admitted 64. Accepted 31. Not accepted 14. 

Notwithstanding the fact that in a state institution it is impossible 
for nurses to be trained in certain branches of professional work our 
graduates are very highly appreciated wherever they have located. Tht* 
number of applicants is constantly increasing, so that it makes it possible 
to select the best material for our waiting list. 

When we equip our Nurses' Home, if the board of trustees think it 
advisable, we desire to establish the 8-hour system. 

I think it is very important that w^e maintain, the high standard in 
our school, each year making improvements that will make it more 
efficient and progressive. 

At our graduating exercises last June, the class address was made 
by Dr. Geo. W. Waters of this city. His paper was devoted largely to 
defining the duties of the trained nurse, and he gave some excellent and 
practical advice, which w^as greatly appreciated. 

Hon. H. H. (jreer of Mt. Vernon, president of the board of trustees, 
presented th^ diplomas, and also addressed the class. 

Remarks were made by the other members of the board of trustees,^* 
all being present, Hon. Martin B. Hushnell, F. H. Southard, John G. 
Roberts and G. W. Wilson. 

The presence of our board added greatly to the interest of the 
occasion. 

In the administration of a large institution of this kind the value of 
competent medical officers cannot be over-estimated. 

1 desire to thank each and every one of the members of the staff 
for their cordial and intelligent co-operation. 

Miss Matilda Unger, our head nurse, has shown excellent results in 
the management of our training school. 

The heads of the various industrial departments have been especially 
active during the past year, and completed a large amount of necessary 
and valuable work. 

The work on the farm and garden has been as satisfactory as could 
be expected considering the wet season, and the consequent delay in 
getting in the crops. The garden has furnished a large quantity of vege- 
tables for the institution, details of which I refer you to the steward's 
report.

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REPORT OF PATHOLOGIST. 



Geo. Stockton, M. D., Superintendent: 

I herewith submit to you a report of the work done in the Patho- 
logical Laboratory from March ist, 1907, to November 15th, 1907. 

In this period there have been 33 autopsies, in all of which the body 
and head have been examined, and in eleven of which the cord has also 
ieen removed for examination and preservation. 

In all autopsies tissues from the trunk have been presedved in two 
-fixatives for routine microscopic exaqiination. The methods employed 
in this routine are Zenkers fluid fixation and paraffin embedding for 
examination after staining by eosin and methylene blue, phosphotungatic 
acid haematoxylin and the anilin-blue connective tissue stain and Forma- 
lin fixation, frozen sections and Scharlach R. stain for the demonstration 
of fat. ^ 

In some cases the brains have been preserved in toto in Formalin 
for examination of the cortical fields and association paths and tracts 
In other instances sections, so cut as to represent 14 of the areas of the 
cortex are preserved in each of the three fixatives. Alcohol for the study 
•of the cells by NissFs method, Formalin for Weigert preparations of the 
fibres and Zenker's fluid for the neurolgia by Mallory's phosphotungstic 
acid haematoxylin method. 

The laboratory is now equipped to do general or special pathology 
iDacteriological work, clinical microscopy, to a limited extent . physiological 
chemistry, and by the recent addition of the appropriate apparatus to 
•carry on a routine analysis of the milk received at the hospital to deter 
mine its conformity to the standards. To this analysis will be added a 
"bacteriological determination at intervals. 

In addition to the routine outlined above, special study is being de- 
moted to such cases as warrant it, and it is hoped in the ensuing year that 
an exhaustive study of the pathology of some of the more frequently met 
psychoses may be instituted. 

The field of pathological reseiarch in psychiatry is a wide one and as 
yet but small advance has been made in it when compared with the 
researches in other lines. It is arousing greater interest of recent years 
however, and the feeling tliat advance is to be made through histologic 
and chemical researches is gaining ground. The idea that the function 
of our, state institutions is merely as asylums for the custody of their in- 
mates, has given way to their classification and consideration as hospitals 
for the treatment of patients and among the functions of such hospitals 
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lies that of investigating, by all means at its command, everything which, 
may prove of value either in diagnosis, care or treatment of cases. In a 
narrow sense this might be taken to indicate only the trial and applica- 
tion of methods proposed or worked out by researches elsewhere but the 
broader view would suggest the prosecution of the actual work of investi- 
gation. This does not apply solely to the laboratory and its work, but 
holds equally well with the clinical staff. Without ample clinical data, 
laboratory work is of small benefit. The co-ordination under capable 
direction of both branches into a working union is essential to advance^
